HOWARD PITZEL’S FEET. 


BENEATH THE COTTAGE 


BURIED 7 
AT IRVINGTON. 


They Bear the Traces of the Fire in 
Which Holmes Burned the Boy’s 
Body—A Partly-filled Bottle of 

Deadly Poison Found. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 29.—The drug 
with which Howard Pitzel was killed 
before the body was burned ‘in a big 
stove in the Irvifigton cottage was 
found today, a part of a bottle of cyan- 
ide of potassium being found buried in 
the barn. Boys digging under Holmes’s 
house in an unfinished portion of the 
cellar found the two feet of Howard Pit- 
zel. They had been burned, but not 
destroyed, and were evidently too 
bulky to put into the chimney hole, 
With the feet was found buried a five- 
quart can with some coal oll in it. The 
grand jury is hearing testimony today 
and will return an indictment against 
Holmes. 

LATER:—This evening while some 
small boys were digging about the 
Holmes Cottage at Irvington, they un- 
earthed two bottles of aconite, 


one 
of which was empty. They were found 
near where some of the Pitzel boy's 


bones were found, and were buried by 
H. H. Holmes. From this discovery it 
so used aco- 
nite in disposing of his victims. The 
quantity found would indicate that he 
intended murdering the girls here, also, 
but was frightened away. Detective 
Geyer and Inspector Neary leave for 
Philadelphia tomorrow.

An Awful Disaster Near Central

Three Men Ont of Sixteen Escape 
the Rush of Waters—A Rescuer 
Overcome by Gas—Efforts to 
Reach the Bodies. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

DENVER, Aug. 29.—A special to the 
News from Central City, Colo., says 
that the accidental flooding of the 
Americus and Sleepy Hollow mines 
this afternoon caused the death, it is 
believed, of thirteen miners. Every ef- 
fort is being made to rescue the unfor- 
tunate men, but little hope is enter- 
tained. 

A little after 3 o’clock the water in 
the lower workings of the Fiske mine, 
east of the maim shaft, broke through 
the workings of an old vein that has 
not been worked for a number of years. 
Coursing eastward it struck the Amer- 
icus, where two Italian miners, whose 
names have not been learned, were at 
work in the lower part of the shaft. 
They were both drowned. In its 
course the water diverted to the 
Sleepy Hollow mine, the easterly por- 
tion of the Fisk vein. Fourteen men 
were working in the Sleepy Hollow, 
three of whom escaped. A courier was 
sent to the adjacent mines, and all 
their workmen escaped.

Deputy Sheriff Williams finally ar- 
rived on the ground, the building was 
cleared and practical miners offered 
their services in lowering the bucket. 
The farthest depth attained was 330 
feet, the accumulated gas forced up by 
the rising waters being such that a 
candle would not burn at a greater 
depth. A second effort was made. A 
large-sized safety lamp having been 
placed in the bueket. The rescuer who 
first descended in the bucket, H. Prisk, 
was found at the 330-foot level. On 
reaching the surface he was almost in 
an insensible condition. Other volun- 
teers went down afterward, but were 
not successful in reaching a lower point 
in the shaft, owing to the rising of the 
water. 

Extra water-buckets were sent for 
and brought to the mine, and are now 
working with a view of lowering the 
water. The managers of the properties 
were on the ground and were very as- 
siduous in their efforts to relieve the 
men. The two in the Americus are 
without doubt drowned. Those in the 
sleepy Hollow, unless they can be 
found in some of the slopes, have met 
death in a similar manner. 

Ever since the closing down of the 
pumps in the incline shaft of the new 
Gregory Mining Company, the waters 
in that shaft have been rising gradual- 
ly, and the owners of the Fisk. mine 
have been driven from the lower to the 
upper workings. This was due to the 
inability of the owners of the Fisk and 
Sleepy Hollow to agree upon a plan to 
pro-rate the drainage. 


PREVENTED A SQUEAL. 


Twelve Prisoners Escape from the 
Geneva, III., County Jail, 
fMREGULAR ASSOCIATEP PRESS REPORT) 

AURORA (III.) Aug. 29.—Twelve 
prisoners escaped from the County Jail 
at Geneva last night during the ab- 
sence of Sheriff Robert Burke, who 
was in this city serving legal papers. 
A searching party was quickly organ- 
ized and all of the towns within a 
radius of forty miles were notified of 
the affair. Two of the prisoners who 
had not succeeded in getting very far 
were run down by the posse and cap- 
tured. The other ten are yet at large. 

It is thought the escape was en- 
gineered by James O’Brien, known in 
police circles as Prairie Jim.” It is 
said interested Chicago parties were 
very anxious for Jim's escape to pre- 
vent his squealing. In some manner 
an iron bar came into possesion of the 
prisoners, and with this bar they man- 
aged to break the locks and reach the 
corridor. They then smashed the lock 
which fastened the window-bar. It 
was then an easy matter to jump out 
on the ground and escaue.

The New British Parliament is Ex- 
pected to Take Early Action.

WASHINGTON, Aug 29.—The pros- 
pect for international acceptance of the 
Washington rules to prevent collisions 
at sea is reported bright by Navigation 
Commissioner Chamberlain, who has 
just returned from an informal con- 
sultation with Ambassador Bayard and 
the British authorities on the subject.

An Order Relating to Transporta- 
tion of Goods in Bond.

THE LIGHT-DRAUGHT GUNBOATS. 

WASHINGTON, August 29.— While 
pleased with the turn that our diplo- 
matic relations in China has taken and 

atished with the present representa- 
t of our navy in the waters of that 
country, the naval authorities here are 
still looking forward with eager inter- 
est to the completion of three light- 
drawing gunboats now in process of 
construction at Newport News, Va. 
These vessels are designed especially 
for the Chinese service, and are ex- 
pected to be of great value in coast 
navigation and in ascending the Chi- 
nese fivers. 

It is felt that with so many interests 
céntering in China as at present, it is 
important that the United States 
should be prepared, not only to pro- 
tect American citizens, but, if the op- 
portunity offers, to promote American 
commerce. These vessels are provided 
with ‘overhangs’ for the protection of 
tReir propellers against the drift-wood 
and snags in the Chinese rivers, and it 
is believed, will be found to be especial- 
ly adapted for serving both these pur- 
poses. They will also enjoy the ad- 
vantage of being operated more 
economically than the large vessels and 
of being more easily protected during 
storms and in the winter season. 

September 15 has been set as the date 
for their launching, and Assistant Sec- 
retary McAdoo expresses the opinion 
that they will be ready by that time. 
After they are launched, from six to 
nine months will elapse before they will 
be completed. |

STRIKERS THREATEN,

A SURPRISE PROMISED GARMENT- 
WORKERS’ BOSSES. 


Hints of a Weapon Which Would 
Bring ne Latter to Terms—The 
Red Flag at Chicago and the 
British Agitator, Hardie. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


ROCHESTER (N. Y.,) Aug. 29.— The 
strike situation among the garment- 
workers remains unchanged except that 
more hands have gone out. The bosses 
show no inclination to accede ito the de- 
mands of the strikers, and the latter 
are firm in their intention to fight to 
the end. The strikers are firm, and as- 
sert that they will spring another sur- 
prise on them today. 

The strikers say they are not satisfied 
in tieing up the smaller shops, and if 
the proprietors of these shops do not 
accede to the demands of the strikers, 
and if the secret union of the manu- 
facturers and the bosses become more 
formidable, the strikers say that they 
will come to something more decisive. 
We have a weapon to use against

Big dealers refuse to make any state- 
ments of their side of the situation, and 
seem confident of success. Several 
shops will attempt to start up with 
non-union help. Last night 200 button- 
hole workers at a meeting decided to 
strike in sympathy with the men now 
out. 

THE RED FLAG AT CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—Upon the arrival 
in Chicago of Keir Hardie, the English 
labor leader, it is said that an attempt 
will be made to unfurl the red flag. The 
Socialists have the flag ready, and say 
they will fly it at the big open-air dem- 
onstration on Sunday, at which Hardie 
and Jchn Swinton are to be present as 
guests and speakers. The Sunday dem- 
onstration is projected by the Socialistic 
labor party for the purpose of opening 
the fall campaign for the elections to 
the drainage board. 

Inspector Fitzpatrick, in speaking of 
the matter, said: “The Socialists will 
not be allowed to unfurl any purely red 
flag on the streets, and I doubt if they 
will be allowed to unfurl it at the grove.

HARDIE’S COMMENT. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Before leav- 
ing for the West, Hardie, the English 
labor leader, and his colleague and co- 
worker, Frank Smith, called at the of- 
fice of the general executive board of 
the United Garment Workers’ Associa- 
tion. Hardie told General Secretary 
Reichers that he found the condition of 
the Bast-side sweat-shops much better 
than that of the shops in London. 
Reichers told him that this condition 
was due to persistent agitation and 
strikes. 

Hardie said it was his intention to 
call at the offices of all the big labor 
organizations in his tour through the 
country. “I want to see how they run 
things,” he said. “I think the garment- 
workers are doing excellent work. 
What the labor organizations need are 
the same business methods that capi- 
talists use. After the labor organiza- 
tion has been perfected a socialist 
party can be made of it. The socialistic 
and the trade-union movements go 
hand in hand.“

A SUPERIOR CRAFT. 


Defender Outsails the Vigilant in 
All Kinds of Weather. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—The second 
trial race between the Defender and 
Vigilant over a triangular course, eight 
miles to the leg, started from the Scot- 
land lightship, was one of the most in- 
teresting events that ever took place i 
New York Harbor. ; 

There were all kinds of weather from 
almost a dead calm to a blow of forty 
miles an hour. In every point of sail- 
ing, and in every kind of weather, the 
Defender showed herself to be far su- 
perior to the Vigilant. The Valkyrie 
III made a little bit of a show of her- 
self while the racers were at work, but 
it was-so light that no estimate could 
be placed on her qualities as compared 
2 either that of the Defender or Vig- 

ant. 

The Regatta Committee of the New 
York Yacht Club, which had the race 
in charge, let the boats off in regular 
time.

He asked the State to perpetually 
enjoin the trust from making and selling paper 
cigarettes. The petitioner alleges that, not- 
withstandimg the law of New York forbids the 
organization of such a company in that State. 
the trust organized under the laws of New 
Jersey, and has come into New York and is 
doing business and enjoying privileges which 
are denied to home corporations. The peti- 
tion was prepared under the direction of the 
Attorney-General, who made preparations 
to prosecute the trust and expects to drive it 
out of the State.

The Chinese Outrages. 

POMONA, Aug. 27.—(To the Editor 
of The Times It would be a very se- 
rious pity if some good Christian reader 
of your paper should be misled by the 
prominence given in today’s issue to a 
Chinese apology for the recent unhappy, 
cold-blooded massacre of inoffensive 
missionaries in that great heathen land. 
Of course, you yourself and those who 
are familiar with the wily character of 
the heathen Chinee’”’ will quite under- 
stand how to value a Chinese heathen 
explanation of the sad and cruel deaths 
of the devoted men and women who 
were so brutally murdered. 

And yet, lest others should misunder- 
stand the situation, let me suggest with 
reference to what has been said as to 
the imposition upon the missionaries 
by hypocritical interpreters inducing 
young ‘children to become pupils in the 
schools by force, and misleading the 
missionaries into hiding their presence 
from their friends and relatives, that 
this would be more reasonable if it 
were not true that a very considerable 
number of the missionaries are native- 
born Chinamen, well educated, and 
most earnest and active in their work, 


and that some of the foreign Protestant 


missionaries have married native Chi- 
nese women, educated Christian ladies, 
who are as devoutly devoted to the 
cause of Christian missions as are their 
foreign husbands, and that a knowledge 
of the Chinese language and of affairs 
in China are as familiar to the heads 
of the Christian missions as they pos- 
sibly can be to the heathen element 
among the Chinese themselves. Fur- 
ther, let me draw attention to the fact 
that some of the very best Chinese 
scholars are of American, English, Ger- 
man and other outside nationalities, 
men who have been recognized by the 
Chinese government for important 
Work demanding a critical knowledge 
of the language. That the missionaries 
could be imposed upon in the way de- 
scribed is arrant nonsense, and the sug- 
gestion only shows how utterly without 
excuse the Chinese rabble were for the 
horrible deaths of the good people 
whose lives have been sacrificed in a 
noble, unselfish desire to bless China 
and the Chinese.

HE RAN AMUCK. 


A DESPERADO ON THE WARPATH 
AT SAN FERNANDO. 


With a Murderous Knife He Assault- 
ed all Who Came in His Way, 
but Was Finally Overpowered 
and Sent to the County Jail. 


Constable Lopez brought to the 
County Jail last night from San Fer- 
nando one of the most desperate pris- 
oners that ever entered the portals of 
that institution. The culprit is Fran- 
cisco Quijado, a half-breed -Mexican, 
and the crime for which he is incar- 
cerated is assault with a deadly weapon. 

Quijado filled up with mescal and bad 
whisky at San Fernando yesterday 
afternoon and ran amuck with a mur- 
derous-looking knife with which he 
prodded every one who came in his 
way. He chased five men all around a 
corral, keeping them busy dodging the 
murderous lunges he made at them with 
his knife which was fully a foot long. 

Finally one of the men managed to 


get hold of a double-barreled shotgun, 


with which he struck Quijado over the 
head as he came at him with the 
knife. The blow was of such force that 
both barrels of the gun were broken 
squarely in two, and yet it did not 
knock Quijado down. The brutal fel- 
low merely shook his head and came 
at the man again with the knife. The 
latter clubbed him over the head again 


and again with the stub of the gun he 
still had in his hands, until he finally | 


beat the desperado to the ground. 
Four or five other men then jumped 
upon him, and as he still. showed fight 
they securely tied his hands and legs 
with stout cords, but they had a hard 
struggle to get it accomplished. Then 
they sent for Constable Lopez, and 
turned the prisoner över to him. 3g 
The constable took Quijado into a 
building and untied him, thinking he 
would show no further resistance. As 
soon as his hands and feet were free, 
however, he rushed at the officer like a 
wild beast. Lopez, himself, is a pow- 
erful man, and he struck Quijado a 
blow with his fist, but hurt his hand 
more than he did the desperado’s head. 
Lopez then took his handcuffs from 
his pocket, and with these heavy steel 
instrument beat Quijado over the head 
until he brought him to the floor. Other 
men then came to the officer’s assist- 
ance, and together they succeeded in 
getting the bracelets on him, after 
which he was put on à train and taken 
to the County Jail. 7 
Quijado is about 25 years old and 
looks more like a beast than a man. 
The wild_man of Borneo would not be 
in it with him. A black eye and swol- 
len head are all the evidence he gives 
of the terrible beatings he received.

Besides the 
mine at Carpinteria this company owns 
the La Patera mine, about ten miles 
west from this city. This company is 
now shipping asphalt to the States of 
Washington, Oregon and Colorado. At 
the mine at Carpinteria, which is a sur- 
face mine, the company has employed 
fifty-five men, while at La Patera they 
have a force of thirty men. The daily 
output at the latter mine is twenty- 
three tons and at the former 800 tons 
monthly. The company at Carpinteria 
have refining works with the latest im- 
proved machinery. These works are lit 
with electric lights.

THE IRON MARKET. Quoting from 

the Iron Age of New York in its issue 
of today, a dispatch tonight to The 
Times from New York says: Under 
great excitement the market in the 
Central West has scored its greatest 
advance in a brief period of Bessemer 
pig-iron. Last Wednesday sales were 
being made at $14 at Valley furnaces. 
On Monday, after heavy transactions, 
$15.25 was paid. Subsequently $15.50 
was offered and refüsed and now the 
few sellers are demanding $16. This 
represents an advance of nearly $7 per 
ton over the lowest point touched early 
in the year. It is a notable fact that 
some of the largest producers of pig- 
iron for conversion into steel have been 
heavy buyers right close up to the 
highest prices recorded for actual trans- 
actions. Pittsburgh has taken control 
of the D of some of the furnaces 
in the Lebanon district and has pur- 
chased also 25,000 tons of basic open 
he metalin Alabama. A large part 
of the sales that have recently put up 
the price are for delivery’ during the 
first quarter of 1896. Steel billets have 
partly followed pig-iron, so that now 
$23. at Pittsburgh is firm quotation. 
The buying movement keeps up well, 
but there is less excitement. 

“Tin-plate bars are up to $25 at the 
mill, which is crowding the tin-plate 
mills pretty hard. Sheet iron is excep- 
tionally scarce. In finished iron and 
steel every week is clearing away more 
and more low-priced contracts entered 
into early in the year. The latest ad- 
vance in pig-iron and billets has not 
yet found expression in prices for fin- 
ished products, so that an advance all 
along the line looks imminent. *

Before the auction a rumor prevailed that the 
pears were in bad condition and, in conse. 
quence, when the first lot, thirty-six half- 
cases, packed by J. Granderson of Riverside, 
Cal., was shown, there were no takers. Sub- 
sequently thirty-four half-cases of Zartlett 
pears fetched 5s 5d. From this, prices varied 
to 6s. All of the boxes of the Bartletts brought 
small bids and the auctioneer finally with. 
drew them from sale. He said he would not 
sell at less than 14s, but he finally accepted 
12s, which was the highest received. One lot 
sold for 7s 94. Whole cases averaged 9s, half- 
cases 5s 6d. The 3350 half-boxes of peaches 
sold steadily. The first lot of twenty cases 
brought 5s. The entire lot averaged 5s 2d. 
One lot, packed by Buck of Vacaville, elicited 
applause on account of their fine appearance. 
This lot brought 6s. One hundred cases from 
the Eldorado Packing Company brought ös 3d. 
In bulk, a lot of plums averaged 4s 3d. One 


bid for and brought 4s 10d. The pears, most 
in demand were packed by the Anderson (Riv- 
erside) Company.

One hears no more talk in the real- 
estate market about the dull season. 
The present summer stands out over 
all the previous years since the mem- 
orable year of 1887 in the amount of 
business that is done in real estate. 
Notwithstanding the fact that so large 
a proportion of the inhabitants of the 
city are sojourning at the seaside and 
in the mountains, not a day passes 
without some transactions. For the 
first time in eight years dealers are 
not waiting for the winter to come 
around and bring a lot of eastern buy- 
ers. Many buyers are already here 
and ready to take hold of anything 
that looks like a bargain. . Bargains, 
however, are by no means numerous. 
There never was a time when owners 
of property clung to it so tenaciously. 
Were it not for this fact, sales would 
be much more numerous than they 
are. 

WEST WASHINGTON STREET. 
Reference was made last week to the 

growth of that section lying along 
West Washington street, near the city 
lithits. The electric cars are now run- 

ning regularly along that street as far 
as Rosedale Cemetery, so that passen- 
gers no longer have to transfer.. This 
has given quite an impetus to the 
growth of a fine thoroughfare, which 
has been somewhat under a cloud for a 
number of years. It may be expected 
that this street will now take a fresh 
start. There is no reason why it 
should not be made as attractive ‘and 
valuable a residence property as Adams 
street, and it is half a mile nearer 
town ‘than the latter thoroughfare. 

Another section of the city which has 
benefited vastly by the establishment 

of improved transportation facilities is 

the southern part of East Los Angeles, 
around the East Side Park. Large 
crowds of visitors went out to this 
beautiful park on Sunday last and to 

many of them it was in the nature of a 

new discovery. There is quite an ac- 

tive demand for lots in that neighbor- 
hood. They are at present held at very 
low prices considering the compara- 
tively short distance from the business 
center, but there is likely to be quite an 
advance all along the line before many’ 
months. 

THE NORTHWEST. 

One of the sections of the city that is 
most anxiously awaiting promised im- 
provement in transportation is that 
lying north of Temple, which is now the 
least favored of any section of the city; 

das far as transportation facilities are 

concerned. Every other section of the 
city has from one to three lines, but in 
that whole district between Temple 
street and Upper Main street, embrac- 
ing almost one-fourth of the entire city, 
there is not a single line of street rail- 
way. At the same time, there is no 
section of the city which contains 
within its limits more attractive build- 
ing sites. Even should the oil derricks 
spread over a large portion of this 
northwestern section, as they may do, 
the demand for transportation facilities 
will still remain. The owners of the 
Pasadena and electric railway are said 
to be willing to commence work on a 
line up Bellevue avenue to connect with 
the foothill road to Santa Monica at 
the Sisters’ Hospital as soon as the re- 
grading of Bellevue avenue shall have 
been definitely decided upon and this 
it is said will be within a few weeks.

THE GROWTH OF NEW YORK. 

Some of us who have not been East 
for a number of years are apt to im- 
agine that it is only west of the Mis-

By looking at what has been 
accomplished in a steady old city like 
New York within a few years one may 
obtain some idea of what is in store for 
Los Angeles. 

A recent article in the New York Tri- 
bune on west side property north of 
Seventy-second street, and more espe- 
cially on the Riverside drive, makes the 
statement that it has quadrupled in 
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spite of the period of financial depres- 
sion. The owner of an unimproved lot 
on Columbus avenue, 102x122 feet, says 
he might consider an offer of $359,000, 
but he scarcely thinks he would accept 
it, as he believes the property will 
eventually bring $500,000 to his heirs if 
not to him. And this is for a residence 
site of less area than our fifty-vara lots. 


does not pay to put up cheap structures 
upon it, and as land values act upon 
the character of the buildings, they in 
turn give permanency and generally in- 
creased value to the sites. On Riverside 
drive a house costing not over $50,000 
is denominated cheap. There are a few 
of these on the lower end of the line, 
but from that on are magnificent struc- 
tures, the cost of which ranges from 
$150,000 to $250,000. These are not large 
structures, only expensive, mainly be- 
cause of their size, but are of great ar- 
tistic taste and architectural beauty. 
One of the handsomest is the house 
of Prof. R. S. Bacon, at One-hundred- 
and-fourth street and Riverside drive, 
a stone castle, towered. and turreted, 
which is said to have cost $250,000. The 
Matthews House, at Ninetieth street, 
cost $200,000; the mansion of W.F. Fos- 
ter, at One-hundred-and-second street, 
$250,000, and the comfortable, though 
not particularly handsome, house of 
Peter Doelger, the brewer, at One-hun- 
dredth street, costing by itself $250,00v, 
stands surrounded by grounds worth 
$500,000 more. The most worthy of note, 
architecturally, in this necessarily 
somewhat limited class of very expen- 
sive dwellings are no doubt those of 
Prof. Bacon, Mr. Foster and S. G. 
Bayne. The last is at One-hundred-and- 
eighth street and Riverside drive. The 
next class of houses, ranging in cost 
from $125,000 to $150,000, is numerically

MODERN IMPROVEMENTS. 
There are a good many more houses 
and Offices advertised for rent in the 
classified columns of the Sunday Times 
than there were six months ago.

Clearly one of them is that 
they want to be comfortably and ele- 
gantly housed, another is that they 
have a regard for the comfort of their 
cHents or customers, still another is 
that they appreciate the value of the 
showing that they make, and above all 
there is the influence which their con- 
duct exerts as an encouragement of 
improvement and a stimulus to prog- 
„A most instructive coincidence is ob- 
servable between the unpopularity and 
inadequacy of the good old-fashioned 
buildings of the city and the condition 
of the streets which they face. While it 
is true that the finest buildings are 
now seeking Markét street, an that 
this thoroughfare is as to its pavements 
one of the worst streets in the city, it 
is evident that the builders are looking 
forward to the time when Market street 
will be made the most attfactive as well 
as the most important highway in 
town. We cannot imagine such struc- 
tures as the Call and Parrot buildings 
being erected on any thoroughfare 
other than Market street. This makes 
it none the less deplorable that the 
eastern terminus of Montgomery ave- 
nue has given no sign of appreciation 
of the extraordinary advantages which 
it enjoys. In that vicinity are many of 
the most substantial old houses which 
were built many years ago and which 
are now nearly empty because they 
have not been modernized. 0 

“The owners of the Safe Deposit build- 
ing are setting an example for all such 
cases. This house is to have swift ele- 
vators and all other recently-devised 
conveniences. But what can be ex- 
pected of the owners of houses to whom 
this example has been set wien we see 
that they are doing nothing to make 
their streets passable? The streets and 
the houses go together and in combina- 
tion express all that is necessary to ex- 

lain the tenantless condition of the 
buildings and the eagerness with which 
the accommodations of the modern 
houses are sought.”

FIRE ON THE EAST SIDE. 


Again the Gasoline Stove Makes Its 
Presence Known. 


The deadly gasoline stove manifested 
its destructive tendency in East Los 
Angeles yesterday. 

At 6:30 o’clock in the morning Mrs. 
C. C. Schleicher at No. 810 Pasadena 
avenue started to light the gasoline 
fire preparatory to getting breakfast, 
when in some manner the gasoline ex- 
ploded and almost before she knew 
what had happened, a mass of flames 
was bursting forth. 

The stove was located in a_ kitchen 
adjoining the rear of the house, which 
is a one-story cottage. The walls of 
the kitchen portion, instead of. being of 
heavy material, were of cloth and pa- 
per intended merely to keep out the sun 
and insects. The flames burst through 
this quickly and with great rapidity 
spread into the house. 

Mr. Schleicher attempted to close 
some of the doors so as to keep back the 
flames, but in doing so was very badly 
burned on his .hands and face. An 
alarm was turned in from the fire-alarm 
box near by and the department, after 
arrival, put out the fire before it had 
destroyed much of the main portion of 
the house. 

Mr. Schleicher places his loss at some- 
thing over 3600, covered by insurance. 
He expressed himself yesterday after- 
noon as blaming the fire department 
for not responding more promptly to 
the alarm. He said he thought it was 
fifteen minutes before the engine com- 
pany, which is four or five blocks away, 
arrived. At the engine-house it was 
stated that the response to the alarm 
was as quick as could be. It was said 
by members of the company that prob- 
ably Mr. Schleicher was in‘such a frame 
of mind at the time that the few mim- 
utes actually required in order to go to 
the fire seemed like a much longer time.

THE FIRE V VICTIM. 


of Ella Leonard, 
Coroner Campbell held an inquest | 
yesterday afternoon over the remains 


| of Miss Ella Leonard, the victim. of 


Wednesday’s fire in the Lankershim 
flats. 
claring that the young woman was ac- 
cidentally burned to death, but were 


unable AR determine how the fire 
started. 

The only information as to the ori- 
gin of the blaze is that contained in 
the victim’s ante-mortem statement. 
During her lucid intervals, preceding 
dissolution, she informed those around 
her that she had gone into the kitchen 
to prepare dinner. She lit the gaso- 
line stove and started the cooking, then 
she went into a bedroom adjoining to 
do some Work, and while there 
opened And read letter in which was 
inclosed a money order for $50. She 
put this into a bureau drawer and 
started to return to the kitchen. As 
she opened the door a sheet of flame 
shot through the aperature and envel- 
oped her. Her clothes were afire in 
an instant and she ran screaming down 
stairs and into the street as already re- 
lated, with nearly every vestige of 
clothing burned from her body. The 
kitchen was all ablaze when she op- 
ened the door. She did not know how 
it happened. 

No one will probably ever know the 
real cause of the conflagration, but 
the gasoline stove is believed to have 
been defective. Mrs. Leonard was 
too distracted to be questioned by the 
Coroner, so her testimony in regard 
to the condition of the stove was not 
taken. Her younger daughter was not 
‘In the house when the causualty oc- 
curred, having been sent out by her 
sister to get some milk. Miss Leon- 
ard was all alone in the flat at the time, 


| which probably acccounts for her being 


the only victim. 

Dr. Bulllard, whose office is directly 
opposite the stairway down which the 
unfortunate young woman rushed, tes- 
tified at the inquest that the whole in- 
terior at the head of the stairs ap- 
peared to be ablaze as the girl came out 
the doorway. It is, pretty certain that

CO-OPERATIVE CREAMERY WORK 
AT WESTMINSTER. 


The Handicap Bicycle Road Race at 
Annheim Today—The Big Water 
Suit Closed—Local Items from all 
Over the County. 


SANTA ANA, Aug. 29.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Co-operative Cream- 
ery at Westminster, which was but re- 
cently completed, is already doing a 
thriving business, and its product is 
finding a ready market in cities all over 
Southern California. The capacity of 
the new plant is from thirty to forty 
thousand pounds of milk per day, the 


milk consumed in the manufacture of 


butter and cheese being bought from 
farmers in all parts of the county. The 
projectors of the new enterprise expect 
to locate branch separators at points 
where the quantity of milk furnished 
is sufficient to justify the expenditure 
of money necessary for their operation, 
and in this way the marketing of milk 
will be greatly facilitated. Some of the 
leading citizens of the county are inter- 
ested in the establishment, which is al- 
ready entirely free of debts incurred in 
its construction, besides having a snug 
sum in the treasury of the company. 
Farmers are very enthusiastic over the 
success thus far achieved, and hope to 
make the institution a leading feature 
among Orange county’s industries.

WORK OF A FIREBUG. 


A CASE OF EVIDENT ARSON ON 
ALAMEDA STREET. 


While J. C. Allen Was Away at 
Work the Lives of His Wife and 
Little Ones Were Endangered 
by Flames Apparently Inccn- 
alarx. 


That J. 0. Allen's little ones, 3 and 
4 years old, are alive and well this 
‘morning is something for which he 
need not thank the inhuman villain 
who, it is apparent, set fire to his home 
last evening. 

Mr. Allen lives at No. 206 North Ala- 
meda street. A mass of oil-soaked 
waste was left under his house at 5 
p.m. yesterday. The waste burned and 
set fire to the house. Mrs. Allen dis- 
covered the smoke in time to check the 
flames. Otherwise the house would 
have been destroyed.» Who the guilty 
party may be is a mystery. 

The house in which Mr. Allen lives 
at the number above given is a double 
one, and is occupied by the Allens and 
by a family by the name of Barnes. 
Mr. Allen lives in the north part of the 
house, which at that. end ‘is within 
about two feet or a little more of the 
house now partly burned, but which a 
number of months ago was occupied by 

a woman named Ada Dyer. .Ex-Coun- 
2 M. T. Collins owns the house 
occupied by the Allen and Barnes fam- 


ilies. The floor of the house is about 


four or five feet above the level of the 


ground. 


Mrs. Allen was sitting in a hammock 
stretched across the front room about 
5 d’clock yesterday afternoon, when 
she discovered that there was smoke 
pouring into the room from the floor 
close to the north side of the house. 

It was found that there was a ‘fire 
blazing outside and under the north 
end of the building. A garden hose 
was quickly attached to a hydrant and 
the fire was nearly extinguished be- 
fore the arrival of the department, 
which responded to an alarm turned in 
from the box at the corner of First 


and Alameda streets, only a short dis- 


tance away. 

George Brown, a carpenter, who lives 
near by, was close to the place where 
the fire was when it was put out and 
one of the first things he discovered 
was a mass of oil-soaked and partially- 
burned waste lying on the ground un- 
der where the fire had been. There was 
a small open space just beneath the 
north end of the floor and it was seen 
that this was where the burning waste 
had been lying. Most of the waste had 
evidently brushed aside by the stream 
of water, so that it had fallen to 
the ground, although a little of it still 
remained in the niche. 

The waste, although blackened, was 
only partially burned. Instead of being 
in one even or regular mass it was 
made up of a number of lumps which 
were each of about the same size as 
the pieces of waste in the journal boxes 
of railway cars: The waste did not 


smell of kerosene, but rather of ma-. 


chine oil. From its appearance it was 
thought to be from the boxes of railway 
cars, 

Mr. Brown took the partly-burned 
waste in charge and it was afterward 
turned over to the police. Whether any 
considerable quantity of waste was 
found to be missing from any car 
boxes was not reported last night. 

At the time the fire was discovered 
Mr. Allen’s children, 3 and 4 years old 
respectively, and a baby in the Barnes 
family in the other part of the house, 
were in the building. Had the fire not 
been discovered until a few minutes 
later than it was it is not impossible 
that in the confusion which would have 
ensued the three little ones might have 
suffered an awful fate. 

Mr. Allen was away from home at the 
time attending to his duties as a driver 
for the Pioneer Truck Company, and 
did not learn of the danger his family 
had undergone until it was over. It 
was with no kind feeling that he spoke 
to a Times reporter last night of the 
party or parties who had attempted to 
burn his home. 

Mrs. G. A. Webster, who lives on Ban- 
ning street a short distance away, was 
walking past the Allen place before the 
fire was discovered. She saw three men 
in the yard adjoining the place on the 
north. Two of them were emerging 
from between the two houses, which, 
as above stated, are close together. She 
thought to herself that the men were 
probably looking the place over with a 
view to making some improvements, 


and did not look at them closely. She 


was unable afterward to describe them. 

The fire caused not a little talk in the 
neighborhood. It is the third of a series 
in all of which incendiarism is expect- 
ed, all of which have occurred at points 
not one hundred feet distant. A singu- 
lar fact is that each of the three houses 
nad formerly been occupied by women 
commonly reputed to be of the town. 
In each case, however, at the time of 


the fire, they were not occupied by such 


parties. 

The house in which the fire was start- 
ed last night was some time ago occu- 
pied by a Mrs. Fairfield, who kept a 
notorious resort. The house next rorth 
is at 8 in the same condition as 
When Fütted by fire about two months 

ago.” The house next north of that was 
partially burned not far from the same 
time. Bach of the latter two houses 
had been occupied by a notorious: 


woman named Ada Dyer, but at the | 
times of the two fires, respectively, | 


were vacant. It was also at about that 
time that a vacant house on Aliso 
street, a short distance east of Ala- 
meda street, was fired, but the flames 
were put gut without much damage 
being done. That house had but a 
short time before been occupied by par- 
ties who had made it notorious. 

The above-stated facts, when consid- 
ered together, have given color to the 
theory, whether erroneous or otherwise, 
that the several cases of evident incen- 
diarism have been the result of an at- 
tempt to keep respectable people out of 
the houses in that neighborhood 3 
A street. A strong feeling has
